Bathers Shun Beaches, but Four Are Drowned 





A biting wind swept out of. the; 
northwest yesterday and brought | 
New Yorkers a premature taste of 
Autumn. In contrast to the sizzling | 


‘heat of the previous Sunday, when | and sank.

the mercury reached a maximum of 
92 degrees, yesterday's maximum was | 
only 71 and during most of the day 
the thermometer read well under 70. 

The wind, which blew with the in- 
tensity of a moderate gale, did wide- 
spread damage to trees, telegraph 
and telephone lines and to small 
pleasure craft in waters near the 
city. Many sailboats and canoes 
were overturned and, though the cool 
weather discouraged. bathing gen- 
erally. four drownings were reported 
during the day. 

Morris Sion, 23 years old, of 61 
East 113th Street, was drowned off 
Beach Seventieth Street, Arverne, 
L. I., in trying to rescue his sister, 
Sarah, 18 years old, who was being 
carried out by the undertow. Sarah 
was rescued by a lifeguard, and after 
being revived with a pulmotor was 
sent to Rockaway Beach Hospital. 

Jehn Kuso, 18 years old, of 129 
Freeman Street, Greenpoint, was 
drowned at Lake Ronkonkoma when 
the wind overturned a eanoe in 
which he was paddling. A- second

The: chill weather cut down atten- 
dance at all the beach resorts, al- 
though Coney Island reported a 
crowd of about 600,000. and the 
Rockaways 200,000. Many donned 
bathing suits to bask in the sun on 
the beaches, but few ventured into 
the surf. The undertow was par- 
ticularly bad, and even with the 
small number of bathers, life guards 
had a busy day. A score of rescues 
were made at Long Beach and ten 
persons were resuscitated with pul- 
motors.

Head Winds Cut Speed. 

| The Lakehurst acrological office im 
studying the charts of oce2n weather 
during the crossing of the Graf Zep- 
pelin agreed that she had a reasone 
ably fair crossing. No major dis- 
turbances blocked her path at any 
time. Soon after leaving Friedrichs- 
hafen she met head winds whicis 
slowed her travel-time to less than 
fifty knots over Europe, down 2cross 
France and Spain and out over the 
Mediterranean.

Again the speed jumped to above 
sixty knots and held there until a 
low trough which crossed the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States Saturday and 
moved out to sea followed by north- 
west winds met the airship. These 
winds, dead ‘against the Graf Zep- 
pelin, were encountered several hun- 
dred miles off shore and the airship 
was forced to buck them all the way 
to Lakehurst. They had lessened in 
force as the vessel neared the Naval 
Station and about sundown they 
died to a slight breeze. 

At no time during the voyage did 
Dr. Eckener think that he would 
have to @rive as far to the south as 
he did on the western passage last 
year, when for hours his craft 
hugged the region of Bermuda seek- 
ing a way é@round the unfavorable 
winds to Lakehurst. On the present 
voyage Dr. Eckener laid a course 
north of west while he was 1,500 
miles off the coast of North America 
and held his course straight for 


Lakehurst before striking the east 

in the neighborhood of Cape May. 
The voyage from her home port in 

Germany over France, Spain, the 
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Azores and the wide wastes of the 
Atlantic had been without mishap, 
the passengers declared when they 
landed They were enthusiastic in 
their praise of the dirigible, some 


of them declaring her superior to 
steamships. The crew, too, declared 
that the trip had been ideal.

Azores Thrilled Passengers. 


One of the thrills of the trip was 
passing over the lonely island of

“But nt eet see the inhabi- 
tants as clearly there as over Switzer- 
land,” he added. ‘We flew over 
parts of Switzerland at only 300 feet 
altitude and could see them rush 
out into the streets and gape.”

The noise of the powerful motors 
annoyed noone, he said. ‘‘There 
was ho more noise than on a Pull- 
man car.’’

He said that he had crossed the 
Atlantic thirty times on steamers

n.” . 

PGre ory Goureovitch of Paris, who 
brought his wife, Reine Froissart, 
and a piano over in the Zeppelin, de- 
clared that ‘‘my impressions of the 
trip were in the réalm of the beau- 
tiful. Three years ago I wanted to 
be the first artist to arrive in this 
country 4 air. That is because I 
consider the United States the coun- 
try of the future and I wished to ar- 
rive in the way of the future.” 

The most beautiful sight seen on 
the trip, he said, was nta Maria 
and Manhattan Island. 

It was Mr. Crouse’s second Atlantic 
crossing by Zeppelin. Going east this 
time on the Mauretania, he said, he 
and Mrs. Crouse had made the round 
trip in 10 days 23 hours and 5 min- 
utes. 

Otto Mainz, chef of the Zeppelin, 
the only one of the crew interviewed, 
said the air liner had a perfect voy- 
age and that at no time did the pass- 
engeérs feel any discomfort. Nobody 
was airsick and nobody missed a 
Single meal. 

“Tt was exactly as if we were on 
an océan linér or in a hotel,’’ Mainz 
said. ‘‘There was so much to ser, 
to cat and drink, that there was no 
time for any concern about the trip, 
end at no time did any one on board 
display any concern.”’ 

When 1,200 kilometers off the 
American coast the ship ran into a 
storm, Mainz said, but she was 
slowed down and seemed to be float- 
ing calmly. 

As was the case when the Zeppelin 
made her first commercial air voyage 
to this country last October the crew 
was held incommunicado, Aside from 
Mainz, who was drafted to carry 
apm to the customs inspectors, 
the enlisted personnel of the airship 
was held aboard. 


Women Enthusiastic. 


The women were among the most 
enthusiastic passengers on the air- 
ship. ‘‘We were never dull for a 
moment,’’ said Mrs. Gourevitch. 
‘“‘What most amazed me was that one 
could take such an eccentric sort of 
journey and yet have all the com- 
forts one might expect on a ship or 
in a hotel. 

‘There we were, hanging over coun- 
tries like flies on the céiling, while 
down below men and women walked 
along the streets or worked on 
farms.’’ 

She praised the food, the sleeping 
accommodations and the service. 

Mrs. Crouse of Syracuse, who flew 
over with her husband rather than 
be separated, was quiet in her en- 
thusiasm, but declared that she had 
enjoyed the trip and would never 
hereafter object to her husband fly- 
- with dirigibles.

LAKEHURST, Aug. 4.—Exactly 93 
hours after her last lines let go in 
Friedrichshafen, the Graf Zeppelin 
nosed across the hangar at Lake 
hurst. Then traveling sideways in 
the stiff northwest breeze she turned 
toward New York. The time of her 
arrival here was 7:29 P. M. Eastern 
Daylight Time. 

For purposes of comparison her 
arrival at Lakehurst may be likened 
to the voyage of the Bremen from 
Cherbourg breakwater to Ambrose, 
which took 113 hours. Naval officers, 
however, do not compute the time 
for her flight until she makes contact 
with the ground here. 

Dr. Eckener figured his distance 
from Friedrichshafen to Lakehurst 
as 5,000 nautical miles, his time for 
the flight as 91 to 92 hours and his 
average speed as 55 knots. 

For the actual crossing of the 
Atlantic from Gibraltar to the New 
Jersey coast his time was 67 hours 
and 30 minutes. 

The master of the Graf Zeppelin 
did not count his excursion to New 
York after first going over Lake- 
hurst in his estimate of the time, 


which totaled from land to land con- 
tact 95 hours and 23 minutes. 


Hope for Record Abandoned. 


With the arrival of an early morn- 
ing méssage from the Graf Zeppelin 
informing the naval station that the 
airship was 600 miles from Lakehurst 


hope was abandoned that the diri- 
gible would be able to hang up a 
new transatlantic record for airships. 
At 10:29 o’clock this morning the 
Zeppelin had been in the air eighty- 
four hours. Scattered reports indi- 
cated that her speed varied. between 
fifty-four and sixty-seven knots, with 
mileage at the lower figure predom- 
inating as she approached the Amer- 
ican shore, because of contrary 
winds. 

“She has still to show that she Is 
as fast as our Los Angeles,’’ one 
naval officer said. 

In October, 1924, the Los Angeles, 
then called the ZR-3, flew from 
Friedrichshafen to Lakehurst in 81 
hours 17 minutes. 

The first transatlantic passage by 
en airship was the crossing in July, 
1919, by the British R-34, the small- 
est of the transatlantic dirigibles. 
From the coast of England to Roose- 
velt Field the R-34 flew in 108 hours. 
She made fair time in spite of head- 
winds, until she approached the 
coast, when she ran into a violent 
storm which tossed her around like 
a cork in the surf. After a stay of 
hours only the R-34 started back and 
arrived over England, helped by tail 
winds, in seventy-five hours. Her 
average speed for the westward cross- 
ing was twenty-nine knots, just a 
little faster than the North German 
Lloyd liner Bremen. Her speed for 
the return flight averaged forty-three 
knots. 

When the Los Angeles, five vears 
later, flew from Friedrichshaven to 
Lakehurst she established a new dis- 
tance record for dirigibles of 5,006 
miles at an average speed of sixty- 
two knots. 


Accident of Previous Trip. 

The Graf Zeppelin on her first 
western voyage started out well, fol- 
lowing much the same course she 
took on this latest crossing to a 
point west of the Azores except for 
a slight divergence to the south. Dr. 
Eckener dodged several major dis- 


turbances and, further to insure the 
safety of his cargo, pasSengers and 
ship, kept on a southern course.

ute almiost ‘‘stood on her beam ends.”’ 
The helmsman, Knut Eckener, son of 
the master of the vessel, turned his 
horizontal rudder controls and swung 
her 775-foot hull back to an éven 
keel. The strain on the horizonta! 
stabilizer, or fin, was too much, how- 
ever, and yards of the heavy cotton 
fabric gave way, ripped completely 
off by the winds, exposing not only 
the spars and girders of the tail sur- 
faces but the interior of the stern 
itself to the winds. 

Headed by young Eckener three 
agile young men clir bed out on the 
narrow girders and there with noth- 
ing between them and the ocean and 
with the great ship tossing, they 
clung like monkeys and snipped 
away the heavv lashing cloth, which, 
had it been left, might have rinped 
off still more of the covering. They 
clung to their perch for hours while 
Dr. Eckener held the nose of the 
airship into the wind and kept his 
motors at reduced speed. They bound 
up the loose flaps and tacked heavy 
blankets over the opening. 

The airship then proceeded at 
somewhat reduced speed toward 
Lakehurst. The makeshift repairs 
held and the big ship came down to 
the mooring mast at the naval sta- 
tion with apparent ease just about 
sundown, four days and fifteen and 
one-half hours after leaving the 
home port at Friedrichshafen. 

The navy turned over a crew of 
expert repairmen and provided strong 
linen to replace the cotton, and a few 


days Jater, carrying the second

people standing stock still, or, if mov- 
ing, with eyes aloft careless of where 
they walked or with whom or what 
they collided. So it was all the way 
up Broadway to Ninety-sixth Street. 

About half the patients at Bellevue 
Hospital saw the dirigible from win- 
dows and balconies. All day they 
had been curious about the ship’s 
arrival and when she finally ap- 
peared in the skies, nurses did not 
forget them. Telephone operators 
spread the news through the wards 
and nurses helped those who were 
well enough to plgg@ from which 
they could view the great airship. 

Traffic was stagnated for the few 
brief moments that the Graf Zep- 
pelin held the stage. 

Barkers before motion- picture 
houses barked in vain, for a greater 
show was in the offing. Then when 
the dirigible appeared the crowd be- 
haved as crowds always do. They 
spilled off the sidewalks, off the 
little islands of safety and spread 
over the traffic-jammed streets. 
Four-wheel brakes and vigilant driv- 
ers averted many an accident, for 
the gaping thousands troubled not to 
stop, look or listen except at the 
mammoth of the skies gliding above 
them. 

Ship Drab in Fading Light. 


| The fabric covering of the airship’s 
|metal ribs was dun-colored and drab 
|in the fading light of evening. It 
| gave the great ship a sinister aspect. 
To many she seemed like some mys- 
terious mechanism from Mars, and 
the first reaction of the crowds 
everywhere was _ silence. Lights 
twinkled in her cabin and in her 
engine gondolas as the ship seemed 
to sway in the wind. 

On either side the sky monster was 
flanked by airplanes, darting and 
circling like ts around a June- 
bug. Ahead she was guided through 
the treacherous air current- above 
Manhattan’s skyscrapers by a me 
chanical firefly—a pursuit plane with 
a gleaming white tail light. 

oney Island’s Boardwalk throngs 
were the first New Yorkers to sight 
the Graf Zeppelin. They saw her 
first at 7:45, a tiny dark speck in 
the heavens over Princes Bay. 
Thousands left the promenade to 
build bonfires of driftwood on the 
sand as a token of greeting. They 
never got a close-up of the air liner, 
for her pilot kept her nose pointed 














north and gave the resort, with its 
twinkling lights and blazing beacons, 
a wide berth. The Shore Road along 
Brooklyn’s waterfront was choked 
with traffic. 

The soldiers at Fort Hancock on 
Sandy Hook sighted the Zeppelin a 
little after 8 P. M. The crowds at 
the Battery were next. They cheered 
and clapped their hands. About fifty 
extra policemen were on hand to 
keep. the throng in order. 


Searchlights Gleam on Sides. 


Then the great ship swung broad- 
side to the wind and sidled uptown. 
She seemed to slide off her course 
like a sailing canoe without lee- 
boards. Clouds were heavy and low. 
The ship swam in and out of them 
like an image before a clicking 
camera shutter, and now and then a 
hotel searchlight rierced the clouds 
to reveal her silvery grace. 

At Forty-second Street the Zeppe- 
lin’s northward course was checked. 
Into the teeth of the wind she turred 
her snubby nose, and with engines 
straining she bucked her way slowly 
across Manhattan. She was betwcen 
2,500 and 3,000 feet above the side- 
walks, but to the crowd in the street 
she seemed to be flying perilously 
low. 

Those in the little triangular safety 
zone between Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue and Forty-sixth and Forty- 
seventh Streets—the location which 
seemed to be most prized by mid- 
town sightseers—caught their first 
glimpse of the hulking mass as she 
slid from behind the walls of the 
Hotel Claridge. 

First her nose was 
her cabin, slung beneath her bulging 
sides—a tiny “fragile compartment 
for a_ four-day ocean voyage it 
seemed. Long and slim at last she 
stretched before the eves of the 
crowd, high above The Times Build- 
ing. In a moment she was gone, al- 
though it had seemed she was bare- 


ly moving when she first had flown 
into sight. 


Beam Flashes on Ship. 


Just as the great air liner disap- 
peared behind a cloud beyond the 


Hudson the 1,250,000,000-candlepower 
searchlight atop the Beacon Hotel in 
Broadway at Seventy-fourth Street 
picked her up and gave the crowds 
one last glimpse of the ship as she 
turned southward and streaked away 
for Lakehurst and journey’s end.

Sailors Cling to Her Until Wind

LAKEHURST, N. J., Atg, 4.—Eas- 
ily and surely, with no more noise 
and commotion than a canoe would 
make coming alongside a grassy 
bank, the world’s greatest airship 
came to earth here tonight while 
horns from a thousand cars, their 
— gleaming in the night, greeted 

er. 

At 10:40 she came over the field, 
perhaps a thousand feet up, flying 
into the northwest. Ten minutes be- 
fore she had been seen along the 
eastern skyline coming from New 
York. Making a wide sweep over the 
village of Lakehurst, she pointed her 
blunt, stlvery nose toward the )and- 
ing mast. Her engines stopped and 
she appeared to settle by the for- 
ward end. 

A score of white-clad sailors stand- 
ing fifty yards ahead of the airship 
ran to a rope which shot out from 
the airship. Another rope followed. 
Willing hands caught it and in a 
twinkling attached the spiders. The 
airship made contact at 10:52 and 
less than a minute later she lay hv 
down, apparently resting on the 
green expanse of the great field. In 
reality she still rode the air. A hun- 
dred men held to loops attached to 
the cabin. A hundred more swung to 
the ends of the spiders. Scores 
reached up to grasp the hull amid 
ships and another group clutched 
loops attached to her stern engine 
gondola. 

“Walk her forward,’?’ Commander 
Vincent E. Clarke in charge of 
ground operations, shouted, and the 
order was passed quickly along the 
line. Instantly the men responded. 
Four hundred human tugs leaned on 
loops and lines and the great airship 
moved slowly in response to the 
lilliputians trudging across the grass. 

Bring Ship to Stop. 


They marched along for twenty- 
five yards or so. Then the order to 
halt echoed against the great hull as 
it passed along her length. Instant- 
ly the ship stopped as if her inan- 
imate bulk had of itself responded 
to the voice of the commander. 

‘‘Hands off,’’ he barked, 

bro hundred hands released their 


grips. 
“They are trying her to see how 
she trims,’’ a naval officer explained. 

Apparently, enough gas had been 
vented to hold the airship and her 
load just a few feet off the ground, 
but a split second later another com- 
mand rang out, for slowly she start- 
ed to lift. The ground crew reached 
u> and the hands snatched the air- 
ship earthwird again. 

In the lighted cabin the passengers 
stood watching from the windows. 








Dr. Eckener was visible standin 
sturdily in the centre of the contro 
room-—the_ dirigible’s bridge — and 
near him was the shorter form of 
Captain Lehman. 

Customs officers stepped aboard 
and officers of the post and visitors, 
including David I. Ingalls, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy for Aeronau- 
tics, and Commander John H. 
Tower, acting head of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. Commander Maurice R. 
Pierce, commanding the Lakehurst 
naval station, stepped to the doorway 
leading into the airship. 

Others in the welcoming group in- 
cluded Consul Dr. George Heuser and 
his fellow Consuls, Dr. Paul 
Schwartz and Dr. George Gyssling. 
Near them stood P. W. Von Meisler, 
representative in the United States 
of the Zeppelin and Maybach com- 
panies, and Dr. Karl Arnstein, who 
designed sixty-eight of the great 
rigid airships for Germany before 
he became vice president of the 
Goodyear Zeppelin Company in 
America. 


Ship Strains in Wind. 


Although she seemed so docile in 
the hands of the tiny men beneath 
her hull, the Graf, feeling the mgonry 4 
northwest breeze, was tugging wit 
insidious strength at her bonds.

hangar, preparatory to bringing her 
beside the Los Angeles. 

After a short interview in the 
cabin the passengers climbed out 
with the customs men and were car- 
ried by bus to the navy’s welfare 
building, where their baggage fol- 
lowed them. There they had their 
final session with the health, im- 
noigration and customs officers. 

Meanwhile from’ a hatch almost 
amidships and directly along the keel 
sailors removed the mail bags and 


carried them to a waiting truck. 

The mail and passengers out, Com- 
mander Clarke again gave the order 
to proceed and the airship moved for- 
ward to the stub mast, the shorter 
5 —- two mooring masts of the 

eld. 

Aloft in the nose of the airship, 
several of the crew made ready with 
a line and the cone at her very nose, 
by which she is fastened to the mast. 
It was a delicate manoeuvre and took 
considerable time. 

The cone has to be slotted into a 
cup-like device on the top of the 
tower, which moves on a universal 
joint. It was 11 o’clock before this 
operation was completed, the final 
contact made and the Graf Zeppelin 
freed in part from the hands of the 
men. 

But this was only in part, for as 
the great ship swung on her tall 
anchor in the breeze, describing a 
gigantic arc on the field, sailors still 
clung to the hand grips on the stern 
engine gondola, walking with her 
and holding her stern fast to the 
earth until the wind abated at mid- 
night, when she was walked into the 
hangar. 

For the Los Angeles, there is a 
circular track, about the mooring 
mast, and the rear gondola rides on 
a small car as the breeze shifts the 
navy’s dirigible about the mast. The 
Graf Zeppelin is 122 feet longer than 
the Los Aegeles and therefore her 
rear gondola extended far beyond 
the little track. 

The berthing of a great dirigible is 
an operation more difficult than the 
berthing of a great ocean liner and 
is attended by problems in wiich 
wind direction and velocity are even 
more important than tide and cur- 
rent in the North River when the 
ee or the Leviathan comes into 
port. 

At Lakehurst, which since the war, 
has been the only complete trains 
ing station for the ground crews 
necessary to the operation, this prob- 
lem has been solved }v training and 
drilling a great number of men. So 
well has this been done that last 
year when the Graf Zeppelin was 
‘‘walked”’ into the hangar by a crew 
of 400 bluejackets, her German of- 
ficers declared that the Lakehurst 
personnel was the finest ground 
crew in the world.

DRAFTERS OF TARIFF 
TO CONSULT HOOVER 


Conference This Week Aimed to 
Get President’s Views and 
to Speed Measure. 


ISSUE 





Senators Will Interrupt Day and 
Night Sittings for Hearing on 
Smoot Plan Wednesday. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The Re- 
publican majority of the Senate Fi 
nance Committee will return to its 
labors on the tariff bill tomorrow in 
the hope that it will be able to con- 
clude the redrafting of the measure 
by the time the Senate session is re- 
sumed Aug. 19. 

There will bea pause in the delib- 
erations behind closed doors on 
Wednesday in order that testimony 
may be taken on the proposed sliding 
scale of rates on sugar advocated by 
Senator Smoot of Utah. 

Mr. Smoot spent the week-end with 
President Hoover on the Rapidan 
River in Virginia and it is under- 
stood the sugar duty was one of the 

rincipal topics of their conversation. 

f the administration: gives its as- 
sent to the sliding scale for sugar as 
a substitute for the flat duties car- 
ried by the House bill, the Republi- 
can majority of the Finance Com- 
mittee will rally behind the proposal. 

Sugar is at present the big item in 
controversy in .connection with the 
tariff bill. Most domestic sugar 
growers are standing by the House 
plan, which provides a rate of 3 cents 
a pound on world sugar and 2.40 
cents a pound on Cuban sugar, and 
they have lined up strongly in oppo- 
sition to the Smoot substitute. 


Borah May Offer a Plan. 


Senator Borah is studving the 
sugar situation and has declared he 


does not believe that any duty will 
give adequate protection to the 
domestic sugar interests as long 7s 
the product is admitted duty free 
from Hawaii and the Phillippines. 
He is opposed to the levying of 
tariffs on products from the insular 
possessions. Mr. Borah may offe:x 
an amendment providing for a reve- 
nue duty on tariff and the payment 
of bounties to cane and beet raisers. 

Sugar and other phases of the 
tariff controversy will form the sub- 
ject of a conference at the White 
House this week in which the Re- 
publican members of the Finance 
Committee will take part. 

It js understood that there will be 
a full interchange of views between 
President Hoover and the Senators, 
and it is expected that the President 
will take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to urge that haste be made in 
presenting a report on the Dill to 
the Senate. 

The President is anxious that the 
new tariff act shall be sent to the 
White House in time for approval 
or disapproval before Congress 
meets in regular session on the first 
Monday in December. Chairman 
Smoot and his party colleagues are 
working in an effort to attain that 
end. 

Senator Watson, the Republican 
leader and a member of the Finance 
Committee, asserts that the bill will 
be ready for Senate debate on Aug. 
19 and sees no reason why the meas- 
ure should not be in the hands of the 
President in late October or early 
November. 


Senators Working Under Pressure. 


Tomorrow the Finance Committee 
majority will hold three sessions, one 


in the morning. another in the after- 
noon and the third at night. Night 
sessions will be continued as long as 
the Senators, many of whom are ad- 
vanced in age, can stand the pace of 
dog-day weather. There are eleven 
Republican members of the Finance 
Committee and mct of them have 
been in attendance at tariff sessions 
steadily for several weeks. 

Despite these arduous labors, Sena- 
tors Smoot and Watson insisted last 
week that if a report on the tariff 
is to be ready by Aug. 19 the Repub- 
lican committeemen should mect at 
night. Reluctantly the committee- 
men acceded to that view.

President Coolidge’s veto of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen farm bill on the ground 
that it sought to fix prices by legis- 
lation, Mr. Connally said, met with 
the concurrence of Mr. Hoover as 
Secretary of Commerce. 

In view of the manner in which 
the Smoot plan had beer considered 
by the Republicans of the Finance 
Cummittee, however, it was a fair 
assumption that President Hoover 
had given his approval to the pro- 
posal, Senator Connally declared. 

“Out of the mystery room in which 
Republican members of the Finance 
Committee are meeting in secret to 
fix the amount of added burdens 
which the eople of the United 
States are to bear in order to reward 
contributors to the Republican cam- 
paign comes Senator Smoot’s sliding 
scale on sugar,’ said Senator Con- 
nally. ‘‘The chairman wants a tariff 
on sugar as high as the Senate will 
stand. . To get an increase he realizes 
that he must decorate and adorn the 
boost in-:sugar with an attractive and 
iNusive front. It is claimed that it 
will fix. the wholesale price of sugar 
around 6 cents. 


He Comments on Hoover’s View. 


‘President Hoover, as reported in 
the press, is ‘intefested in a sugar 
tariff which would protect both the 

roducer and the consumer." If 

resident Hoover can find such a 
sugar tariff he will perform a mar- 
velous engineering feat. 

‘The President seems to have 
edopted.the idea of a sliding scale 
on the tariff in general. In his mes- 
Sage to Congress he stated that he 
was in favor of a ‘limited revision.’ 
He favored increased rates on behalf 
of oh ewig and the revision of 
other rates only where some partic 
lar industry had suffered. . 

“The President has been slid 
out ha aes Position 
surely. appears that he gone 
over to the high protectionists who 
demand a general increase of rates 


all down the line, It is certain that 
the sliding scale on sugar is so con- 
structed as to insure a rate higher 
than the present rate. hat is the 


objective of Senator Smoot. 
Sugar is to cost more. Its design 
is to fix the price. It will also fix 








the consumer. It was developed in 
the hcarings that beet-sugar pro- 


ducers voluntarily sell their sugar at 
20 cents per hundred less than the 
price of cane sugar, They still insist 
that the tariff be increased on evety 
— consumed by the American 
people. 

“The sliding scale will: slide up- 
ward rather than downward. When 
stripped of words and. theories, sugar 
will cost more than it costs now. 
That is what Senator Smoot wants. 
Is that what President Hoover 
wants? Is that the President’s plan 
to ‘protect the consumer’?’”’ 


Farm Pleas Still Pressed. 


Organized agriculture is said to be} 
cheered as a result of the Finance} 
Committee’s deliberations on the 
farm schedule last week. On a num- 
ber of important items rates were 
boosted. But the Republican com- 
mitteemen have not gone far enough 
in scaling down industrial duties to 
satisfy the spokesmen of agriculture. 

Reduction of tariffs.on articles that 
the farmer buys 1s regarded as just 
as essential to his prosperity as in- 
creascs in the tariffs on his produce. 
In fact, some Senators from the 
West argue that if the industrial 
rates were cut sufficiently the farmer 
probably could get along and prosper 
on the duties that now apply to his 
products. 

Casein, made from skimmed milk, 
is used as a constituent in the manu- 
facture of high grades of paper, and 
Eastern manufacturers are opposed 
to an increase in the rate of one-half 
cent a pound set by the House. But 
Corn Belt Senators support the rise 
decided on by the Finance Commit- 
tee members to 314 cents on casein. 
They say it is highly essential to the 

oe of dairy farmers in the 

est. 

There has recently been a renewal 
of the demand, ignored in the House, 
that Philippine vegetable oils, which 
come into competition with Western 
vegetable oils and animal fats, shall 
be embargoed by a high tariff. It 
already is apparent that the Senate 
committee has no intention of pro- 
poeins any modification whatever in 

he present tariff arrangements _be- 
tween the United States and the Phil- 
ippines. 

At present all Philippine articles 
come into the United States duty 
free. The report on the Hawley bill 
strongly advised against any change 
in the tariff relations with the Philip- 
pines. 


Increase Sought on Butter. 


Butter is another article that agri- 
culture insists shall be taxed at a 


higher rate than is provided by the 
House bill, which increased the duty 
on that product from 12 to 14 cents a 
pound, 

The Finance Committee so far 
stands pat on the 14cent rate. It 
contends that that duty is ample, 
taken with an increase in the rate 
on milk from 5 to 61% cents a gallon 
and an advance in the rate on cream 
from 48 to 566-10 cents a gallon. 

These advances, members of the 
Senate committee explained, were 
made to bring the duties on the raw 
products in line with the tariff on 
butter. The readjustment, the Sen- 
ate tariff makers assert, will work 
out to the advantage of the dairy 
interests along the Canadian border. 

Considerable satisfaction was felt 
in the West, according to statements 
here, over the decision of the Repub- 
lican majority to remove the House 
duties on lumber, logs and shingles 
a continue these items on the free 
ist. 

The Northwest still Is demanding 
that brick and cement, placed on the 
dutiable list by the House, be con- 
tinued on the free list, and if the 
Senate committee fails to make such 
8. recommendation in its report the 
fight for free brick and cement will 
be carried to the chamber. 


Debenture Plan Stiffly Fought. 


The export debenture plan will 
find little or no support among Re- 
publican members of the Finance 
Committee. This proposal is ob- 
noxious to the administration. While 
Senator Brookhart of lowa, sponsor 
for the debenture scheme in connec- 
tion with the tariff bill, has modi- 
fied the plan somewhat since it was 
considered as an amendment to the 
farm relief measure, the principle in- 
volved is just as objectionable to the 
regulars of the Senate. 

The Brookhart amendment would 
provide for the issuance of deben- 
ture certificates for the full amount 
of the tariff on a given product ex- 
ported, and turn over the proceeds 


to the Federal Farm Board to be 
used in price stabilizing processes. 
The farm bill debenture amendment 
provided for issue of certificates for 
one-half the amount of the duty on 
a given product exported, and pro- 
vided that the returns should go to 
the shipper. 

The scheme, as originally pre 
sented, was assailed by the adminis- 
tration as a ‘“‘subsidy,’’ and is none 
the less a ‘‘subsidy’’ as modified b 
Senator Brookhart, according to ad- 
ministration spokesmen, who do not 
believe the plan will receive serious

ROME FLIERS FIGHT

Group Fails to Recognize -

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—Wearied from 
battling a storm that turned their 
Plane upside down over the Alle- 
ghany Mountains, but only two min- 
utes behind schedule, the latest of 
the transatlantic fliers, Roger Q. 
Williams and Lewis A. ancey, 
reached Chicago this afternoon from 
Bolling Field, Wasnington. 

Pilots of the welcoming escort of 
fifteen army, navy and commerciai 
planes were expecting Williams and 
Yancey to arrive at the Ford air- 
port at Lansing, IIll., in the big Bel- 
lanca monoplane Pathfinder, in 
which they made the Old Orchard-to- 
Rome flight 1n two hops. But the 
Pathfinder, damaged in unloading 
from a liner in New York, was out 
of service ana the fiiers swooped 
down at Lansing in the J-5, personal 
plane of Giuseppe Bellanca, designer 
of the Pathfinder. 

Only nine of the reception raat 
recognized the heroes of the flight 
to ome. These fell into escort 
formation as the J-5 left Lansing, 
flew northeast to Grant Park, and 
there formed an aerial parade which 
moved along the lake shore to Evans- 
ton, and thence banked sharply west 
to Sky Harbor, scene of the official 
reception. 

The official greeters and the crowd 
of 12,000 were caugnt unaware, as 
the reception pilots had been. Not 
a cheer broke as the J-5 skimmed to 
earth, and none but one elderly lady 
hurried to greet the alighting pilots.

Lee. State Electrician here, it was 
announced today, has discovered in 
papers of his father, who died many 
years ago, a letter written by Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee three days be- 
fore the Southern General died. It 
was addressed to a resident of Owen- 
ton, Ky. 

The letter, written on a single 
sheet of ruled paper, is still plainly 
legible. It reads as follows: 

Washington College, Va., 
Sept. 9, 1870. 

G. Garnet, Esq.— 

Dear Sir: Your polite favor of 
the 1st inst. was received this 
morning, .covering an invitation to 
attend the Owen County Fair to 
be held during the next month. 

Allow me to thank your associa- 
tion for their kind invitation and 
to assure them that it would af- 
ford me great pleasure to be pres- 
ent on so interesting an occasion, 
but I regret to say that it will not 
be in my power to do so. 

With the best wishes for the suc- 
cess of your association, and 
tendering my kind regrets to all 
my friends in your section of the 
county, 

I remain, 

Very resp., your obedient servant, 

R. E. LEE 


At the time General Lee wrote this 
letter he was president of Washing- 
ton College, Lexington, Va. After 
his death the name of the institu- 
tion was changed to Washington 
and Lee University.

“All trading contains in it some 
elements of chance—faulty judgment 
of persons holding positions of trust, 
of circumstances which may arise, 
and of actual values. Elements of 
chance do not, therefore, necessarily 
indicate gambling. 


Gambling is difficult to define, 
wholly and completely. The throwing 
of dice, shooti of crap, the pur- 
chase of lottery tickets are all clear- 
ly gambling, for there 1s no element 
of skill or intelligence involved, 
nothing but pure chance.

Restrictions weré removed, spe- 
cial taxes were lifted, and the intro- 
duction of these foreign seecurities is 
in many other ways to be favored.

As Ostend Pleasure Craft Rams Another 





Special Cable to THE New YORE Times. 

OSTEND, Aug. 4.—Nine holiday- 
makers at this shore resort, most of 
them women, lost their lives today 
in a disastrous collision between two 
gasoline motor-powered pleasure 
boats in the mouth of Ostend harbor. 
One of the excursion craft was 
rammed with such force by the other 
that it was completely cut in two and 
sank immediately. 

All the passengers in the two boats 
were believed to have been Belgians 
week-ending by the sea. Many were 
excursionists from Liége and Charle- 
roi. The Government has ordered 
an immediate investigation of charges 
that the pleasure craft were over- 
loaded. 

The boat cut in two was said to 
have had no less than eighty. men, 
women and children aboard. It was 
just leaving the harbor for a short 
excursion along the coast when the 
other boat, returning from a similar 
trip, with about the same number of 
passengers, rammed it. Confused 
steering of the boats, which is as 
yet unexplained, is reported to have 
been the cause of the collision. 

The force of contact threw many 
passengers of the returning vessel 


into the water and some of these 
were drawn down to death by the 
suction the sinking wreck caused. 
Rescuers in rowboats were handi 
capped badly by the swirling sea at 
the spot where the accident occurred. 





OSTEND, Aug. 4 (?).—Eight bodies 
were recovered and lying’in the 


morgue tonight while search went 
on for others believed to be still in 
the water. A final checkup showed 
that six women, two little girls and 
one man were drowned. About 
twenty persons suffered from immer- 
sion and minor injuries. It was said 
that the presence of many small 
boats in the vicinity prevented great- 
er loss of life. 

Help was quickly at hand for those 
who got free of the sinking vessel. 
Lifeboats thrown overboard from the 
other ship saved many passengers, 
while strong swimmers from the 
bathing colony aided in the work. 

Screams of the helpless women and 
children thrashing about in the water 
were heard for a considerable dis- 
tance along the shore and thousands 
rushed from the beach to the pier to 
watch the dozens of small boats 
making rescues.

British Chancellor of Exchequer, on 
Leaving for Young Plan Confer- 
ence, Predicts Agreement. 





THE HAGUE, Aug. 4 (®).—Delega- 
tions from Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Belgium, Italy and Japan, 
with an observer from the United 
States, are beginning to assemble 
here for the international conference 
opening on Tuesday to decide whether 
the Young plan for reparations pay- 
ments shall replace the Dawes plan, 


which has been in operation for the 
past five years, It is also hoped to 
decide the question of evacuation of 
the Rhineland. 

Germany, officially, feels that the 
Young plan would place a stagger- 
ing weight upon her shoulders, but 
if early evacuation of the Rhineland 
is granted and some modification of 
control of the Sarre Basin is evolved 
at The Hague, the moans from the 
industrialists of the Reich are likely 
to subside. Germany recently re- 
iterated her determination not to 
consent to any form of Rhineland 
control after 1935, the treaty limit 
for troop occupation. 

Aristide Briand, new Premier of 
France, in presenting his program 
to the National Legislature, described 
the Young plan as ‘‘an essential link 


of German payments and is expected 
to make a firm stand in favor of 
some modification. 

France on her side is expected to 
argue that while under ous debt 
settlements England and the United 
States would get payments from 
France and Italy, even if German 
pt agg should fail, France her- 
self can look only to Germany for 
Payments. 

France would like to substitute a 
new committee of control in the 
Rhineland. which would be almost as 
repugnant to Germany as the pres- 
ent military occupation. Another 
matter which will need to be dis- 
cussed by the conference is the pro- 
posed organization of an interna- 
tional bank to handle the reparation 
settlements. 

Mr. Snowden is also likely to a 
peal for reconsideration of the whole 
question of deliveries in kind. 

The German delegation of seventy 
arrived tonight and spread into quar- 
ters in both The Hague and Scheve- 
ningen.

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NEW FLYING RULES 
COMPEL EXPERIENCE 


After Sept. 1, Aviators Will, Be 
Licensed Only for Plane Types 
for Which They. Qualify. — 





RECENT TESTS REQUIRED 


Two Hours of Flight In 90 Days 
Specified—Public Confidence in 
Air Safety Sought.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Aviation 
pilots after Sept. 1 will be permitted 
to fly only the types of planes on 
which they have had adequate ex- 
perience and for which they are 
licensed. 

The present regulations, which per- 


mit any pilot holding a transport 
license to fly any type of- plane, in- 
cluding the great tri-motored trans- 
ports, even though they lack experi- 
encee, will go into the discard. 

Furthermore, pilots will only be 

licensed while they keep in practice. 
Pilots of the big transports will have 
to possess adequate recent experience 
on this type of plane. 
_ The new regulations are expected 
to result in a marked increase in the 
safety of commercial aeronautics as 
well as in public confidence in the 
safety of air chest gh according to 
Edward P. Howard, Chief of the Air 
Regulations Division of the Com- 
merce Department, which will put 
the rules into effect. 

Under the system of relicensing to 
be adopted, each holder of a pilot’s | 
license will be required during the 
next seven months to take out the 
new type of specialized license whicn 
will authorize him to pilot only the 
types of planes with which he is 
familiar and which he flies fre- 
quently. 

Examinations will be required of 
pilots who wish to obtain licenses for 
types other than those upon which 
they have demonstrated their ability. 

Under the rules, the pilot may not 
carry passengers or cargo for hire in 
any type of plane which he has not 
flown for at least two hours during 
the previous ninety days, or in which 
he has not had at least 30 minutes 
of practice flying, including several | 
ee immediately prior to the| 
‘light. 

he present regulations governing 
the minimum amount of flying time 
for transport, commercial and pri- 
vate pilots remain unchanged. 

During the six-month licensing pe- 
riod the pilot must put in at least 
ten hours of flying in each type of 
plane for which he is licensed. 

For licensing purposes the new 
rules divide commercial planes, in- 
cluding seaplanes, land planes and 
amphibians, into twelve classes, com- 
prising three general designations 
by gross weight—less than 3,500 
pounds, 3,000 to 7,000 and more than 
7,000—which are’ subdivided . into 
types depending on whether the 
plane has an open cockpit or a closed 
cabin and whether it has one or 
more engines. A pilot must pass 
rigid tests in planes of each type 
for which he is licensed. 

Six-month’ licenses now in effect 
will be good until expiration, but all 
new licenses and renewals after 
Sept. 1 must conform to the new 
regulations. 


DROPS SAFELY TO RIVER.

Pittsburgh Flier Saved After 
Frantic Efforts of Other |

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Aug. 4.—Un- 
aware that the landing gear dangled 
useless below his plane as it soared 
several thousand feet above Bettis 


Field and misconstruing the frantic 
warning of the pilots of two other 
planes, who jeopardized their lives 
by flying into his path as he was 
about to land, Ralph Toy, student 
flier and mechanic, this afternoon 
had the presence of mind to obey 
instructions printed on the fuselage 
of a third plane, sent up as a last 
resort, and landed safely unhurt in 
the Monongahela River opposite | 
Clairton. 

Toy, a student of Joe Dawson. 
former Pirate ball player, took off 
after noon in a biplane to earn more 
flying hours for his credit. Robert 
Trego, assistant field manager, 
watching the flight, saw the under. 
carriage slip from its ball-and-socket 
joint beneath Toy’s plane, dropping 
hela four feet below its normal posi- 

ion. 

Dawson and Jack Scroggins jumped 
into planes each with a wheel of an 
undercarriage and climbed to the 
level of Toy’s plane. Both shot past 
the latter’s ship waving a wheel. 
Realizing something was wrong, Toy 
began descending. Fearing disaster, 
Dawson and Trego drove their ships 
in front of him, forcing him to climb 
to avert a collision. 

Realizing that Toy did not under- 
stand what was wrong, Frank Day- 
ton, an air mail pilot, quickly 
painted the word ‘river’? on the 
fuselage of his plane and shot into 
the air. Getting in front of Toy, the 
lettered fuselage flashed past the un- 
knowing student who immediately 
understood and headed his plane 
after Dayton, who: flew toward the 
Monongahela. 

Toy came down ‘gracefullysand as 
the plane struck the water climbed 
to the top wing, where he was taken 
off by a motor boat.

Harry H. Weinberger, founder and 
former president of the Bankers’ 
Securities Company, is under indict- 
ment for fraudulently appropriating 
some of the company’s funds. In 
another indictment he is_ also 
charged with conspiracy with his 
brother, Dr. Joseph Weinberger, 
City Counsel of Passaic, and Frank 
Campbell, in connection,with alleged 
manipulation of the funds of the 
Service Trust Company. The Ser- 
vice Trust and the Merchants’ Bank 
of Passaic are branches of the Ho- 
bart. The three indicted men are 
out on bail for trial Sept. 3. 

One offer for the purchase of the 
Hobart bank, on the basis of $10 
per share for its 30,000 shares of 
stock, was formally submitted last 
Thursday by a group of Passaic 
business men. Argument on a mo- 
tion to show cause why this offer 
should not be accepted will be held 
on Thursday before Vice Chancellor 
Backes, who is also conducting

Tracks Will. Also Call’ for Ship- 
ments in Move to Combat 
Motor Competition.

LONDON, Aug. 4.—A step to com- 
bat the growing competition of motor 
traffic, which eats heavily into the 
railroad business in a country like 
England, where the distances are 
short, was announced today by the 
Southern Railway, acting under 
powers granted to the railways by 
Parliament last year. The company 
has announced a door-to-door service 
for freight, by which the advantages 
of train and truck delivery are com- 
bined. 

The new service provides trucks, 
which also call for the goods and 
carry them to the railway station, 
whence they go by rail to rail-head 
distributing centres, where they are 
re-shipped in trucks and delivered 
to consignees. The ordinary railroad 
system of charging rates according 
to the nature of the goods handled 
has been abandoned for the trucking 
pages of the journey, where the fare 
s_ the same for all goods, charges 
being based on ton-miles, except in 
the case of loads requiring special 
handling. 

The new service is expected to be 
especially welcome to farmers, who 
will be able to dispatch their prod- 
uce direct from the farms and re- 
ceive feed, &c., at their own gates.

CALLS REPUBLICANS 
REMISS ON PRISONS 


Bloch Says Legislature Should 
Have Added Facilities on 
Passing Baumes Law. 








HE BACKS KIEB’S DEMANDS 





Urges Effort at Next Session to 
Remedy Overcrowding, Seen as 


Behind Outbreaks. 





Legislation that will make the pris- 
ons of New York State able to cope 
with problems growing out of en- 
forcement of the Baumes law was 
termed essential by Assemblyman 
Maurice Bloch, who issued a state- 
ment yesterday criticizing the Repub- 
lican majority of the Legislature for 
alleged failure to provide proper 
prison facilities. 

Saying that Commissioner of Cor- 
rection Kieb had realized from the 
outset that the stricter sentences im- 
posed under the Baumes law created 
a new problem, he charged that after 
enacting the legislation ‘‘the Repub- 
licans could not seem to realize that 
anything else was necessary.” 

“With a clear knowledge of the 
fact that the prison population would 
be materially added to,’? Mr. Bloch’s 
statement said, ‘‘and that the pro- 
portion of life sentences would be 
greater than it ever had been be- 
fore, Commissioner Kieb continu- 
ously laid stress upon more peniten- 
tiaries, additions to the force of 
guards and better pay for them. Bet- 
ter pay, he pointed out, would enable 
him to enlist more competent and ex- 
perienced subordinates. ; 

“These very sensible and timely 
suggestions, as set forth in his an- 
nual report, were backed up by Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt, and the Democratic 
legislators did their best to have 
them enacted into law.’”’ ; 

Criticizing the Republican attitude 
as ‘‘a stone wall of obstinacy,’’ As- 
semblyman Bloch asserted that Dr. 
Kieb and his subordinates ‘‘have 
been terribly handicapped by the Re- 
publican watchdogs of the treasury, 
who have skimped in a matter where 
the liberal and intelligent expendi- 
ture of the people’s money was abso- 
lutely required.” . 

Saying that prison legislation, espe- 
cially such as would prevent further 
outbreaks like the recent ones at 
Dannemora and Auburn State pris- 
ons. was not a partisan matter, Mr. 
Bloch pledged himself and his asso- 
ciates to work for Commissioner 
Kieb’s recommendations in the next 
session of the Legislature. 

“Some _ people believe that the 
Baumes Jaws are responsible for the 
troubles that. have alrcady arisen,” 
he added. ‘‘I blame the Republican 
legislators for failure to see that the 
forces of law and order must be prop- 
erly equipped if they are to handle 
the mass of desperate, vengeful pris- 
oners who are being taken in hordes 
to the penitentiarics, many of them 
doomed to remain there for the rest 
of their lives.’’ 


DISPUTES PRISON RIOT VIEW. 


J. C. Judge, in Radio Speech, Terms 
Capital Punishment a Factor. 
John C. Judge, Brooklyn attorney, 

disagreed yesterday with Governor 

Roosevelt concerning the reason for 


the recent prison outbreaks, saying 
that the chief cause was the state of 
mind of the men and not, as Gover- 
nor Roosevelt suggested, the unhy- 
gienic conditions of the prison. Mr. 
Judge took his stand in a talk on 
capital punishment and prison*con- 
ditions, delivered over radio station 
WOR, the talk being one in the 
“Law and the Layman”’ 
broadcast under the direction of S. 
Theodore Granik of the Iota Theta 
law fraternity. 

“I disagree with Governor Roose- 
velt,’”’ said Mr. Judge. ‘‘The chief 
reason is that the men were moody. 
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2 Convicts Escape From Auburn Road Gang; 
Break From Camp at Scipio, Leave No Trace 





AUBURN, N. Y., Aug. 4 (P).—Two 
convicts serving terms in Auburn 
Prison made their escape this morn- 
ing from a road camp in the town of 
Scipio. They are Frances Edward 
Green, aged 22, of Lyons Falls, and 
Winfield Silsby, also 22, of Ric1ford. 

Green was received at the prison 
Dec. 23, 1926, from Lewis -tounty, to 
serve from four to six years for as- 
sault, first degree. 

Silsby, who was received at the 
prison March 21, 1926, from Tomp- 
kins County, was serving from five 
to ten years for burglary, tirst and 
second degree. : 

Although prison authorities ere con- 
fident the men will be captured, no 





trace of them had been found here 
tonight. Captain Harry King is in 
charge of the camp at Scipio. 





Jacob Waysiechowski, committed 
to Auburn for fifteen years for a 
robbery at Buffalo, made his escape 
from.a road gang working near the 
prison on Saturday and has not been 
recaptured. Three prisoners left the 
road camp, but two returned and 
were not charged with breaking 
prison. 

The four convicts who escaped 
from Auburn during last week’s out- 
break in the prison are still at lib- 
erty, making seven prisoners in all 
that have escaped within a week. 





The. men had the will to die. The 
outbreaks at Dannemora and Auburn 
occurred the last weeks in July, 
when the suicide rate is the highest, 
and the will to live the lowest of 
any time in the year. The lifers, with 
nothing to look ferward to, were will- 
ing to take a chance.”’ , 

“The deterrent theory is based on 
the supposition that a man values 
his life more than anything else,’’ 
Mr. Judge said. ‘‘But is that true? 
How closely must the death house 
be watched not to have a prisoner 
commit suicide? People prefer death 
to years of detention and confine- 
ment. Becker and his pals were exe+ 
cuted a number of years ago and a 
few weeks later there were more 
prisoners in the death house accused 
of murder in the first degree.’’ 

Mr. Judge told of a case in Penn- 
sylvania where a 20-year-old boy was 
about to be executed. 

“A 62-year-old man,” said Mr. 
Judge, ‘‘offered to take his place. 
The proposition was told to the bey, 
who said that he preferred to die 
rather than be incarcerated for the 
remainder of his life. The old man 
had no will to live, but neither had 
the boy.” 

Mr. Judge said that he had made 
a careful and comprehensive study 
of homicide statistics. This study 
led him to the conclusion that no- 
where was there as high a homicide 
rate as in New York State, one of 
eight States making the death pen- 
alty imperative for all first degree 
murderers. And nowhere, he de- 
clared, was there so low a homicide 
rate as in States where the death 
Paid has been abolished, as in 

faine, Rhode Island and Wiscon- 
sin. 

As a substitute for the death pen- 
alty Mr. Judge suggested life impris- 
onment, no time allowances for com- 
mutation or compensation until a 
sentence was commuted to a differ- 
ent term, no pardon unless the pris- 
oner had served at ieast twenty 
years, the exception to this Lepr | a 
recommendation by a majority of the 
Court of Appeals certifying that new 
evidence warranted a release or that 
new facts or circumstances made the 
case one for Executive clemency, and 
finally the application of the earn- 
ings of the prisoner to the needs of

A verified complaint, charging | 
that the entire enforcement of the 
labor law on subway construction in 
New York City has broken down 
and that subway contractors gen- 
erally are violating the labor law by 
hiring carpenters at half the prevail- 
ing rate of pay provided by statute, 
will be filed with State Industrial 
Commissioner Frances Perkins this 
morning. The complaint is sworn 
to by Charles A. Judge, president of 
the District Council of New York | 
City of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America, | 
who made public its contents yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Judge will be accompanied by | 
counsel of the carpenters’ organiza- | 
tion, former Assemblyman Frederick | 
L. Hackenburg, who will demand a 
public hearing at which the charges 
may be fully discussed and evidence 
produced to substantiate the charges. 
According to Mr. Judge, it is the 
first time that such an action has 
been started in New York City. He | 
said that 30,000 members of his | 
organization and 200,000 mechanics!

performed. The prevailing rate of 
wage for carpenters and joiners for 
the intents and purposes of the labor 
law and the rate of wage paid in the 
City of New York to the majority 
of carpenters and joiners during the 
years 1928 and 1929 was and now is 
at the rate of $1.50 an hour.” 

The complaint cites twelve sub- 
way contractors engaged upon sev- 
enteen contracts for the Board of 
Transportation, and charges that 
they have been employing carpenters 
at from 75 to 80 cents an hour. 

It is also alleged, upon informa- 
tion and belief, that ‘‘the provisions 
of the Jabor Jaw are being constant- 
ly, willfully and knowingly violated 
by said contractors and others en- 
gaged in construction of said new 
subways.”’

for such a step. No other nation 
would or could seriously threaten it, 
while the effect of such a lead by the 
American people would inaugurate a 
new age in the world.”’ 

Mr. Young was asked if he was 
aware of what would happen to any 
American political leader or states- 
man who advocated suspension of 
the military and naval budget for 
five years. 

‘“‘Ramsay MacDonald took an open 
stand against the war,’ he said, 
with a smile. ‘‘He was persecuted 
and proscribed. When he entered a 
room people walked out. Today he 
is Premier. Your American political 


leader would either be dead in five} 


years or President in ten.”’ 

The speaker was aware that sus- 
pension of a naval and military bud- 
get could not be undertaken without 
provision for those who would be 
reduced to the ranks of the unem- 
ployed, and for this contingency he 
advocated extension of public works. 

Mr. Young placed great faith in 
education as a means of furthering 
the peace movement. He pointed out 
that the present angio-American par- 
loys would have great educational 
value for the people of both nations 
and the world. 


Opposes Popularizing Arms. 


“Take British public opinion, for 
cxample,’’ he said, in explanation of 
the potent value of public education 
on the problem of disarmament. ‘‘For 
a thousand years the lesson that his 
safety depends on warships has been 
bred in the bone of the Englishman. 
It is a tough job to get that out of 
his head. Undoubtedly the Anglo- 
American parleys have convinced cn- 
lightened opinion in our country that 
warships ere useless and that they 
might just as well go. That same 
traditional feeling does not exist with 
regard to airplanes and submarines.’’ 

The ‘school as a factor in shaping 
opinion along broad lines was 
stressed by Mr. Young.

Painting Gives Information. 


The first authoritative information 
on small boat racing at Cowes comes 
from a painting by Serres in 1776. 
which shows the British fleet off 
Cowes. In 1778 there was offered a 
prize of ‘‘30 guineas to the winner 
of a race between carvel-built ships 
under thirty tons.’’ With this one 
exception, apparently all the races 
were private, although there are re- 
ports of heavy betting by outsiders. 

In 1813 there was held a grand re- 
view, in which the pilot boats of the 
district sailed in and out of the har-

the multitude. The affair apparently 
went off very well, for two years 
later Cowes was selected by the 
yacht club. . 

It must be remembered that in 
1813 people did not go to the sea- 
shore as we do today, It was a long, 
arduous journey from London to any 
watering place, and only the very 
rich and very idle could afford it. 
The Summer colony would consist al- 
most éntirely of young wives of rich 
men, with their children, come to 
spend the entire Summer. They were 
visited by their husbands from time 
to time, but only when the young- 
sters had exhausted themselves by 
fashionable excesses in Brook’s and 
White’s, the London betting clubs. 

The yacht club, the first of its 
kind, was formed with forty-two 
members, each the owner of a pleas- 
ure ship or ships over ten tons. The 
entrance fce was two guineas. The 
official colors were to be a white en- 
sign with the Union Jack, and a plain 
white burgee at the masthead. The 
fleet met in numbers in the Summer 
of 1815 for the first time, but there 
was no organized racing under the 
auspices of the yacht club. These 
ships were patterned after men-of- 
war and were kept as such,’the con- 
dition of the ship being more impor- 
tant than s , for their primary 
use. was as Summer homes for the 
owner and his family. 

The newly fermed Yacht Club an- 
nounced its ‘“‘annual’’ regatta for 
August, 1815, and history tells us 
that both the Prussian and the Rus- 
sian Ambassadors were there, as well 
as Sir William Curtis’s yacht, ‘‘the 
finest_ pleasure vessel belonging to 
any British subject.””

Edgar M. Hull, former Distriet At- 
torney of Washington Count: and 
for sixty-flve years a pracucin7 at- 
torney, died yesterday afternoon at 
his home here after an illnecs of 
several months. He was in his 
ninetieth year 

Mr. Hull was born in Berne, Albany 


County, on Jan. 16, 1840, a son of 


Mr. and Mrs. Erastus Hull, He at- 
tended the Great Barrington (Mass.) 
Academy and the Jonesville (N. Y.) 
Academy, and began his career as a 
“‘printer's devil’ in the office of The 
oe Courier at Great Barring- 
on. 

In‘1859 he commenced the study of 
law in the office of Clement C. Hill 
at Ballgton Spa, N. Y., and a year 
later rioved to Fort Edward, where 
he earned a livelihood by practicing 
in a justice court until 1864, when 
he was admitted to the bar as attor- 
ney and counselor. 


Mr, Hull served as Town Super- | 


visor from 1875 to 1878 and in 1882 
was elected District Attorney on the 
Republican ticket. He served as 
Prosecutor for fifteen years, At the 
expiration of his fifth term, in 1890, 
the Bar of Washington County pre- 
sented to him a diamond pin and 
adopted resolutions highly com- 
mendatory of his official career. 
In 1899 he ran as an independent 


; candidate for county judge, being de- 


feated by a small plurality in a 
county overwhelmingly Republican. 

For nearly half a century Mr. Hull 
was attorney for the Delaware & 
Hudson Railroad, and from 1896 until 
1923 was local attorney for the Inter- 
national Paper Company. 

Mr. Hull was a descendant of the 
Hulls who figured prominently in the 
Revolution and War of 1812, and he 
was the author of a history of this 
part of the country.

Pioneer Leader of Movement in 
England Succumbs in 
"83d Year. 








HONORED BY KING IN 1925 


Wrote and Lectured on Political 
Economy—Widow of a Former 





LONDON, Aug. 5 (Monday) (4.-- 
Dame Millicent Fawcett, a leader of 
the suffragist movement, died in 
London early this morning. 


June 11. She was present in the 


House of Commons sixty-one years 
ago when John Stuart Mill moved 
the first woman suffrage amend- 
ment, and she was one of the few 
leaders of that day who lived to see 
full political rights extended to Brit- 
ish women on the same basis as 
enjoyed by men. The first exercise 
of this vote by younger women came 
last May. 





Kept Up Fight Three Score Years. 
For more than three score years, 
Dame Millicent devoted her time, her 


forwarding of the feminine cause. 
Imbued with the fire and justice of 
Mill’s speech, she began immediately 
to educate the public to the new idea 
by speaking throughout England. 
Dame Millicent soon became widely 
known as a forceful speaker and an

“TI have been filled with sorrow at 
the conduct of these misguided wo- 
men,”’ said Dame Millicent after a 
series of suffrage riots. ‘‘Our organi- 
zation always has disapproved the 
use of physical force as a means of 
political propaganda. But the justice 
and expediency of any cause is not 
affected by the unwisdom of some of 
its advocates.’’ 

Born Millicent Garrett ‘at Alde- 
burgh, Suffolk, June 11, 1847, the 
venerable suffrage leader was the 
seventh child of Newson Garrett, a 
justice of the peace. At the age of 
20 she was married to the Rt. Hon. 
| Henry Fawcett, widely known po- 

litical economist and Liberal member 
of Parliament, who afterward be- 
came postmaster-general. Dame Mil- 
licent’s only daughter, Philippa Gar- 
rett Waweestt, for several years has 
been connected with the education 
officers’ department of the London 
County Council. 

Widely read and of keen intellect, 
Dame Millicent early evinced inter- 
est in subjects which at the time 
were regarded as unsuitable for girls 
of her era. Chief of these was politi- 
cal economy, 


A Writer of Note. 


She collaborated with her husband 
on one or two books and essays, but 
soon developed into a writer of con- 
siderable importance on her own ac- 
count. Her early books, ‘‘Political 
Economy for Beginners,’’ 1870, and 
“Tales in Political Economy,’ 1875. 
marked her as that anomaly of the 
Victorian age, an ‘‘advanced’’ woman. 

Her biographies of famous women, 
notably “Lite of Queen Victoria’’ and 
“Five Famous French Women,’’ to- 
gether with her books. ‘‘Women’s 
Suffrage,’’ 1912, and ‘‘Women’s Vic- 
| tory,’’ 1919, gave her an indisputable 
place among contemporary women 
writers. Dame Millicent contributed 
frequently to newspapers, chiefly on 
feminist topics, and supervised publi- 
cation of ‘‘The Common Cause,”’ the 
official organ of The National Union 
| of Women’s Suffrage Societies. 
| Mrs. Fawcett received many honors 
| in recognition of her work for the 
suffrage cause. In 1925 King George 
made her Dame Grand Cross of the 
Order of the British Empire. The 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
was conferred upon her by St. An- 
drew’s and Birmingham Universi- 
ties. In June, 1920 she and Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt of New York 
were named joint presidents for the 
Eighth Congress of the International 
Woman Suffrage Alliance held at 
Geneva,

TO MEET CHALLENGE 


‘Dr. M. S. Fisher Declares the 
‘ Criticism of Youth Must Bring 
Scrutiny of Position.

‘TRACES TREND OF UNREST} 





Says Most Insidious Attack on 
Is by Those Who 
Merely Yawn at It.

“The emotional and intellectual in- 
difference which youth exhibits to- 
‘ward the Church can be met only by 
a vigorous self-scrutiny on the part 
of the Church, and an acceptance of 
that part of the criticism of youth 
which is valid,’’ declared the Rev. 
Pr> Mitchell S. Fisher, acting rabbi 
of Temple Rodeph Sholom and guest 
preacher at the Community Church, 
Park Avenue and Thirty-fourth 
Street, yesterday morning. 

“The genesis of youth’s challenge 
is the spirit of modernity, which is 
attributable to four important and 
significant factors,’’ said Dr. Fisher. 
“Chief among these is the age of 
mechanical change, which causes an 
ideological restlessness, and by a 
process known in music as sympa- 
thetic vibration implants this chang- 
ing spirit in the hearts and minds of 
present-day youth. 

“The spread of the new education 
which teaches the pupil to accept 
only what he can prove, and reject 
all that cannot survive his mereciless 
logic, is the second of these factors. 
Ehe new status of women, their par- 
ticipation in education, in industry, 
in the arts, as men’s equals, also 
helps distill this acid of modernity. 
Finally, the spread of disillusionment 
in the more discerning of our youth 
and the growth of a cynical and 
questioning skepticism, the inevitable 
mental reaction of the intelligent 
who see beneath the fanfare and the 
mock glory of war, is the last factor 


in the genesis of youth’s challenge 
to the Church and the synagogue. 


Three Attacking Groups. 


“Youth's attacking army, an army 
that besieges the castle of religion, 
is composed of three cohorts. The 
battalion of the indifferent, for whom 
the appeal of religion is outdated 
and unarousing, is the first of these. 


These indifferent youths do not 
directly attack religion. Their on- 
slaught is more insidious—they mere- 
ly yawn at it. 

“The youthful scientists and intel- 
lectuals compose the _ second bat- 
talion. This group points out con- 
tradictions in the Bible, and sneers 
at the conception of a long-bearded 
god. They demand that the medieval 
castle of the religious give way to a 
modern skyscraper. ; 

“The third battalion is the band of 
liberty lovers, those who are shocked 
at the indifference of church and 
synagogue to the pressing problems 
of the day. They ,have seen organ- 
ized religion align itself so often 
with the blackest reactionaries, they 
have seen how much of an obstacle 
the Church can be in the way of the 
solution of domestic problems, that 
they press forward determined to 
wipe out the Church forever. 

“This challenge cannot be met by 
laughter, nor by evasion, nor by post- 
ponement. Nor can anything be ac- 
complished by slander and calumny. 
That part of youth’s challenge which 
is valid must be answered. I offer 
you no panacea, no open sesame to 
the hearts of the moderns, but I can 
offer a path along which religion 
will find its solution. 


Must Meet the Challenge. 


“That part of the challenge which 
is true we must accept; that part 
which deals with biblical contradic- 


tions and modern science we must 
explain as irrelevant; but that part 
of.the challenge which is definitely 
false, which shuts its eyes to the 
good organized religion has done, 
we must attack. It is true, there are 
Elmer Gantrys and morons in some 
of our pulpits, but it is the Church 
and not the atheists that builds or- 
phan asylums and supports hospitals. 

“Religion can be made a force in 
the solution of the problems that be- 
set the world today. As soon as it 
becomes a power that thinking men 
and women can respect, but not 
sooner, will the challenge of youth 
be adequately met.’’ 


DEFENDS MODERN FREEDOM 


But the Rev. A. E. Claxton Finds It 
Full of Peril to the Unthinking. 


The-creeds of the present gener- 
ation, as embodied in the expressions 
“freedom,” ‘‘personal liberty’ and 
“‘self-expression,’’ are fundamentally 
sound but full of danger to those 
who: fail to comprehend their real 


meaning, the Rev. Allen BE, Claxton, 
assistant pastor of the Chelsea Meth- 
odist Church, Fort Washington Ave- 
nue and 178th Street, declared in his 
sermion last night. 

‘‘Many advocates of this new move- 
ment. are wholly unconscious of its 
fundamental laws and fundamental 
truths,’’ he said. ‘‘There can be no 
freedom which does not guarantee 
to every other individual that same 
degree of freedom. The basis of 
freedom is equality of. opportunity. 
Personal liberty, if it is to be valid, 
must not encroach upon the personal 
libertv of any other men. 

“Self-expression is fundamental to 
the growth of the race. It is as 
practice to the musician and running 
to the race horse. It is the stuff life 
is made of.’ But it is valueless with- 
out guidance and direction. The 
dasix of self-expression is self-re 
straint. ‘ 

“Tt is as unreasonable to accept 
dogmas simply because they are new 
as to renounce others because they 
are old.

CALLS TEACHING THE KEY 





Attitude of Good-Will Must 
Developed Before !t Can Be 


Be 


Acted Upon, He Asserts. 





The movement for disarmament, 
although a long step forward in the 
cause of world peace, must ne sup- 
plemented by action for peace in 
spheres other than political, the Rev. 
George C. Cameron, assistant pastor 
of the First Presbyterian Church, 
Fifth Avenue and Eleventh Street, 
said in his sermon there last night. 
He urged that more stress be laid on 
the spiritual aspects of peace as a 
state of mind between man and man, 
nation and nation. 

“There is the danger of which his- 
tory warns us,’’ he said, ‘‘that if po- 
litical action is rushed, and the mat- 


ter becomes legal before it is estab- 
lished spiritually, there will be a re- 
action which will destroy what has 
been gained toward peace in men’s 
attitudes, and will even put back the 
cause of peace some years. 

“‘The idea that legisiation alone will 
bring permanent peace is fallacious, 
and the mechanics of the legislation 
itself is filled with peril to the cause. 

“There is the danger that all the 
present discussion on disarmament 
may slip into narrow lines and ways 
of friction and end in actually stimu- 
ating the spirit of war.’”’ 

Real progress toward world peace 
will be made, he said, when man’s 
fighting instinct, as embodied in his 
eternal striving to better himiself in 
every way, is directed. into other 
channels than the waging of war. 
To encompass this end, he held, a 
positive attitude for peace must be 
developed. 

“It is, of course, most clearly true 
in the sphere of national outlook ard 
action,”’ he declared, ‘‘that war will 
be inevitable if the active attitude of 
peace is not present. It tells in many 
ways other than in the question of 
disarmament. You do not need to 
be reminded of the fateful power 
over hundreds of thousands of un- 
known lives wielded in all countries 
of the world by the magnates of Wall 
Street. Or how the discount rate of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York or the bank rate of the Bank of 
England affects the value of money, 
the payment of debts, the purchasing 
power of wages. A tinge of selfisn- 
ness, a failure of the active spirit of 
peace in these matters, will ripple 
throughout the world and engender 
feelings toward the country of its 
origin which will greedily feed the 
spirit of national prejudice and war."’ 

Curbing the spirit of narrow pa- 
triotism and promoting foreign travel 
and other exchanges of national 
viewpoints he described as aids in 
building world peace, 


DECLARES FAITH MUST LIVE. 


Dr. C. R. Raymond Holds Mere 
Belief Is Not True Christianity. 


True Christianity is not merely be-

Wicks Bicawe the War for Youth’s Freedom; 
Deplores American Worship of Diversions 





Blaming the World War for ‘the 
new and unconventional freedom of 
the younger generation the Rev. Dr. 
Robert R. Wicks, dean of the 
Princeton University Chapel and 
guest pastor at the Brick Presby- 
terian Church, Thirty-seventh Street 
and Fifth Avenue, declared yesterday 
in his sermon that the remedy lay in 
the formation of habits building up a 
life which could withstand the pres- 
sure of living. 

“The first of these,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
the habit of having a good time that 
lasts a lifetime. What we ordinarily 
call a good time lasts a short while. 
That is all it was meant to do. Here 
we come upon the distinction be- 
tween a diversion and a lasting rec- 
reation. A diversion is one of those 
temporary occupations which takes 
your mind off your troubles, gives 
it a change and relaxation and sends 
it back rested, refreshed—a game, a 
dance, a sport, a moving picture, a 
good laugh with a friend or a book.”’ 

He criticized the feverish worship 
by Americans of diversions and 
novelties, saying that it is because of 
the desire for them that the Ameri- 
can business man is out for profit 
rather than service. He attributed 
America’s commercialism to the 
rata force of the desire for diver- 
sions. 

‘“‘A second habit,’”” Dr. Wicks con- 
tinued, ‘‘is the habit of thinking that 


we need hot try everything once. The 
long experience of the race can show 
us at least the general direction in 
which life works out toward the best. 
For instance, in this whole question 
of marriage and the home, we do not 
have to try everything once. We are 
beset on every side with the uncon- 
ventional freedom in discussion and 
practice, some of it better than the 
old prudery and some of it worse.” 

Dr. Wicks took issue with a recent 
megazine article by Dr. John B. Wat- 
son, the behaviorist. 

“A famous psychiatrist of the be- 
havioristic school has recently pub- 
lished an article in a popular maga- 
zine suggesting that “y ears from 
now men will not want to marry,”’ 
he said. ‘‘Like other writers of his 
school, his point of view is all on the 
low level of the selfish and the physi- 
cal. The problems of married life 
should not be studied from the view- 
point of the mistakes and isolated 
sex problems, but from the experi- 
ence of thousands of happy homes.” 

The third habit, he declared, is the 
habit of ‘keeping alive to more and 
more life; restocking the mind with 
suggestions from those who have 
made life significant.’’ Instead of 
confining reading to reports on the 
various manufacturing activities in 
the United States and on scientific 
facts that have little significance, he 
suggested a long list of philosophical, 
classical and religious works.

English Pastor, in Sermon Here,

The endowment of schools to teach 
history from the standpoint of racial 
rapprochement and world peace was 
advocated yesterday by the Rev. Ar- 
thur E. Howard, pastor of the 
Wavertree Presbyterian Church of 
Liverpool, England, preaching in the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church at 
Fifty-fifth Street, where his father, 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Howard, is senior 
co-pastor. . 
“The present study of history,’’ he 


asserted, ‘‘is imperialistic. To the 
small boy in school it is nothing but 
a series of battles and campaigns, 
glorifying his own country. Can we 
not endow new schools of history to 
teach from the point of view of 
tacial rapprochement and _ world 
peace? 

“The ties of friendship and mutual 
understanding do more than any- 
thing else to counteract the ten- 
dency to war. Might it not be pos- 
sible for our countries to spend even 
lavishly in the bringing together of 
young people of all lands?’’ 

Referring to the recently signed 
Kellogg peace pact as a great tri- 
umph, the honor for which belonged 
to the United States, the Rev. Mr. 
Howard warned that it must yet be 
translated into fact. 

“It is a promise to pay.’’ he as- 
serted. ‘'‘The moral capital for this 
must be supplied by the trust and 
friendship of individuals. Moreover, 
it must be a gift and not-a loan. 

“The first necessa step is the 
complete logical sequel of the pact— 
disarmament. If in England we are 
a little slow to follow your splendid 
lead, we ask you to be patient with 
a little island to whom the risk 
seems to be greater and whose very 
continuance seems to be at stake.’’ 

The peace question, he declared, 
must be placed in the van of the 
Christian Church challenge to men 
and women, or else the Church must 
surrender its leadership of thought 
and ideals.

HOLDS CHURCH FAILS 
IN WORK OF UPLIFT 


Dr. Freas of the Lutheran Inner 
Mission Board Says Social 
Agencies Take Over Job. 








CALLS THIS PLAN WRONG 





Church, Recognizing Sin as Cause 
of Misfortune, Is Better Prepared 
for Function, He Declares. 





Secular social agencies have been 
forced to take over the work of the 
Christian church in ‘‘redeeming the 
unfortunate,’”? the Rev. Dr. William 
Freas, executive secretary and treas- 
urer of the Inner Mission Board of 
the United Lutheran Church in 
America, said yesterday in a sermon 
at the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of the Holy Trinity, Central Park 
West at Sixty-fifth Street. 

The Church, he said, has failed in 
its work and faces inevitable destruc- 
tion if it keeps on in its present path. 
Today, he added, the social worker 
has come to occupy a definite posi- 
tion in the professional world with a 
standing equal to that of a clergy- 
man, a thing that, in Dr. Freas’s 
opinion, should not have happened, 
and would not if the Church had not 
failed. 

Before the Christian era, he con- 
tinued, the survival of the fittest was 
the rule in human existence. Chris- 
tianity, he said, made ‘‘the survival 
of the unfittest’’ or their redemption 
and care the rule in human exis- 
tence. For many years, he added, 
only the Church cared to aid and re- 
deem unfortunates, but in recent 
times, the social agencies, to the ex- 
clusion of the organized church, have 
been caring for unfortunates. 

The Church, he said, is the only 
agency really prepared for the work, 
because it is the only agency based 
on a recognition of human sin as the 
basis of all misfortune. 

“Social workers, representing a 
new professional class, now do the 
work formerly done by the Church,”’ 
he declared. ‘‘Not only that, but as 
a rule these workers despise any at- 
tempt by the Church to interfere or 
aid in their work. The Church is not 
fitted for social work, they say.’’ 


WIDER RELIGION ADVOCATED 


Bishop Shayler Says Many Use It 
Only on Sunday. 


_Dividing our lives into little water- 
tight compartments, resulting in dis- 
cordance, is the cause of the present- 
day unsatisfying method of life, and 
Christ with his unifying influence is 
the cure for this evil, the Right Rev. 
Ernest V. Shayler, Bishop of Ne- 
braska, declared in his sermon yes- 
terday morning at St. Thomas's 
Church, Fifth Avenue and Fifty-third 
Street. 

“Christ cast out the evil spirit ina 
man which was making him ‘legion’ 
and replaced it with od, which 
gave the man a unifi existence,”’ 
said Bishop Shayler. 

‘Instead of letting religion domi- 
nate and unify the whole of our life, 
we let it be only one side. Religion 
is left to deal only with the Church 
on Sunday and a moment for prayer 
each evening. Religion means your 
relation to d-in the real sense. If 
your religion does not overlap every 
day in the week your religion isn’t 
worth mena + You have a divided 
life, since it lacks the unifying influ- 
ence of Christ. 

“Religion is kept in its water-tight 
compartment, never being permitted 
to enter into people’s social life or 
reading, and thus people stay out of 
range. Being out of range, one’s 
whole life,is deranged. We find in 
God the fullness of life.”

Education System Often 
Keeps Us Blinded. 

















POINTS TO GASTONIA TRIAL 





Assails the ‘‘Presumptuous Spirit 
of Guardianship’ — Sees Storm 
Needed to Show Economic Scene. 





Referring to the Gastonia, N. C., 
trial of labor leaders and the prohi- 
bition scandals as illustrations, and 
pointing his text with a quotation 
from a personal letter from George 
Bernard Shaw, the Rev. John Brett 
Langstaff, assistant rector of Grace 
Episcopal Church, Broadway and 
Tenth Street, declared in his sermon 
yesterday that ignorance as well as 
knowledge was too often taught in 
the secular and _ political world and 
sometimes by the Church. 

“The system of economic educa- 
tion,’’ he said, ‘‘is fretted with dis- 
ciples of darkness who salve their 
consciences with the hope that the 
end will justify the means they are 
employing. The newspapers of our 
country, which serve as the windows 
of the public mind, in most cases 
open with a splendid fairness, but 
the view beyond has been carefully 
screened by landscape gardeners of 
education who feel there are some 
things which it is better for us 
not to see. Some of the shrubs 
are being cleared away be the im- 
pending Gastonia trial. Who of the 
general public is to know what lies 
behind the forest of trees that has 
been artistically planted between us 
and the prohibition scandals? It 
seems only when some storm descends 
upon the land and sweeps away these 
carefully arranged screens that we 
see what is going on behind. 

“The network of courses and cur- 
ricula in our schools and colleges 
which teaches young citizens what it 
is deemed they should know before 
they have opportunity to ask what 
they desire to learn, and so crowds 
their time and mind that troublesome 
inquiries seldom arise in the class- 
room, may preserve peace, but it 
also preserves ignorance just where 
the individual may require enlighten- 
ment for his own comfort. This pre- 
sumptuous spirit of guardianship 
came to me with full force on the 
occasion of a movement for chil- 
dren’s libraries some little while ago 
in England. A model library was 
established in the house of Charles 
Dickens’s boyhood, and among the 
many men of letters who interested 
themselves in the effort was George 
Bernard Shaw. I take the liberty of 
quoting from him part of a nersonal 
letter written to me regarding the 
disciplinary attitude toward child 
reading. 

“‘T am good for a couple of 
guineas if the committee will assure 
me that the books of the library will 
not consist of what are called chil- 
dren’s books, Dickens took care to 
point out that he read Smollett and 
Fielding, and all the ather grown-up 
books he could lay his hands on (as I 
did myself), and that any harm that 
was in them did not exist for him. If 
the library is to be in the hands of 

eople who ban “The Arabian 

ights’’ as immoral and ‘Roderick 
Random” as improper, it would be a 
fraud to use the name of Dickens to 
get money for it. I should say that 
the first condition for a children’s 
library is that there should be no 
children’s books in it.’ ”’

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FATHER ROSS URGES 
CURB ON FORMALISM 


He Says Catholicism Suffers 
From Twisting of Teachings 
Into Superstitions. 








CALLS FOR STUDY OF BIBLE 





Priest Tells Columbia Teachers and 
Students Catholics Should Think 
of Their Religion. 





Catholicism is suffering at the 
hends of members who twist its 
teachings into superstitions and at- 
tribute to scapulas and medals vir- 
tues which they have not of them- 
selves, the Rev. J. Elliot Ross de- 
clared yesterday at a mass for Catho- 
lic students and teachers of Columbia 
University in t¢he Notre Dame 
Church, Morningside Drive and 
114th Street. 

“There is far to much formalism,’’ 
he said. ‘‘There are far too many 
prayers said by rote, recited while 
sitting, kneeling or standing, with- 
out comprehension. If Catholics 
would think about their religion in- 
stead of uttering routine forms, 
300,000,000 Catholics would be trans- 
formed. We judge trees by the fruits 
they bear. If Catholics do not bear 
fruit, there is something the matter 
with their profession of Catholicism. 

‘‘Many Catholics profess their de- 
votion, but will not read the inspired 
documents of their religion. hey 
are like the man who professed to 
know and love his dead mother, 
whom he had never seen, but who 
would not take the trouble to read 
the letters which she had left for 
him. Catholics who would hardly 
pass a church without stopping to 
say prayers, never read the Testa- 
ments to discover the nature of their 
devotion.” 

Father Ross asked those who had 
read the New Testament through to 
raise their hands. There was a scat- 
tered showing of hands. 

‘“‘You see,’’ he continued. ‘Then 
there is less excuse for the compara- 
tively pious. The old man with the 
long beard is not related to God. 
But we can realize God’s presence 
much more intimately and emotion- 
ally if we think of Him as incarnate 
in Jesus Christ than if we consider 
rg as just an intelligence and a 
will. 

‘“‘What we should do is to imagine 
Jesus Christ’s attitude toward the 
corruption and graft which are so 
much in evidence today. What would 
He think of the debauchery that is 





ing on in Catholic circles? The

“There has been a lot of criticism 
in Catholic circles of Bruce Barton's 
book, ‘The Nobody Knows.’

If they 
thought as much about Him as Bruce 
Barton did in writing his book they 
would be better qualified to discuss 
and criticize.”

“I do not wish to paint a dark, 
sombre picture, but I would be false 
and untrue to my priesthood if I al-

Money Rates and Crop Consid- 
erations Uppermost as 
Autumn Approaches. - 





Two considerations are uppermost 


‘|as the ‘season swings toward Au- 


tumn. One is the condition of the 
crops, the other, the situation in the 
money market. Both of them are 
factors of such great importance as 
possessing potential power to sway 
the course of business this Fall, and 
the critical season is now at hand. 
It may be noted that industry con- 
tinues at an extraordinary pace for 
the season, that distribution of goods 
is rapid and that corporate profits 
are exceedingly good. In many basic 
lines—notably iron and steel—it has 
been the best Summer in history. 


‘| Nevertheless, the presence in the 


general situation of two such impor- 
tant factors as high money and un- 
satisfactory agricultural conditions 
tends to cloud the financial and in- 


months.. Developments last week did 
not clarify these peculiar situations. 


easing in the money situation is now 
apparent. Call rates averaged 9.06 
per cent in July and the ‘‘spread’”’ 


‘| between call and time funds has 


now been practically eliminated. The 
announcement of ‘a gain of $52,000,- 
000 in brokers’ loans for the week, 
made by the Federal Reserve, and 
the announcement by the New York 
Stock Exchange that members’ loans 
had expanded $402,000,000 during the 
month of July, drew sharp attention 


for employment of available credit. 
Despite the fact that relaxation in 
the: demand and consequent lower 
rates for money are considered im- 


tumn, the impression prevails that 
rates may be stabilized at about 
their current levels. The time at 
which the Federal Reserve enters 
the bill market in preparation for 
the Autumn crop and trade require- 
ments is not now far away. In fact, 


moderate expansion in both bill and 
security holdings. 

It will be recalled that the Federal 
Reserve Banks purchased more than 
$300,000,000 in bills between the pe- 
riod from August to November in 
1928. It is doubted that any such 
expansion will take place this year, 
although possibly it will be a large 
one.

August will be the critical month 
for the crops and there.is naturally 
country-wide interest in the day-to- 
day weather news. Reports from 
Canada last week were to the effect 
that little more than half a crop is 
to be anticipated and from every in- 
dication the wheat and corn out- 
turn this: year will not be up to nor- 
mal. Private cotton reports last 
week indicated a larger yield than 
had been expected, but as in the 
case of the grains the final out-turn 
will depend to a very large extent on 
the state of the weather between this 
time and Sept. 1. In the meanwhile 
the movement of harvested grain 
crops is well under way and has been 
goaded to its present state of rapidity 
by the extraordinary advances which 
have taken place in market quota- 
tions. . 

The stock market appears to have 
assumed a mood in which unsettling 
news is glossed over and construc- 
tive developments sharply empha- 
sized. Little attentiom was paid last 
week to the high money rates or to 
the expansion in brokers’ loans. 
Rather groups of leading stocks, 
mainly high-priced ones, were ad- 
vanced vigorously as public interest 
and particivation in the market in- 


‘}creased, Price advances. were not 


uniform, to be sure, but were suffi- 
cient in volume and intensity to give 
the general market an appearance of 
strength. These gains were mainly 
established on the development of 
constructive news, notably extraor- 
dinarily good corporate earnings and

Position Becomes [Increasingly Diffi- 
cult as Drain of Metal Continues 
and Industry Slackens Generally.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—The decision 
of the Bank of England not to raise 
its rediscount rate on Thursday 
only partially relieved the tension 
in the London money market. Al- 
though it is now generally under- 
stood that the heavy gold with- 
drawals by France represent a 
genuine movement of French funds 
London and Parisward owing to 
the real need of larger credit facili- 
ties in French market, this knowl- 
edge tends to increase rather than 
diminish the anxiety regarding the 
future, because of the very large 
balances of French banks still avail- 
able in London and other countries. 
Obviously, France cannot take back 
the whole of these funds in gold, 
because such a movement is bound 
eventually to cause a rise in money 
rates. The markets are affected, 
but it is obvious now that the Bank 
of England remains the cheapest 
monetary centre in the world. It is, 
however, holding this position with 
rapidly increasing difficulty, and one 
important effect is seen in the quo- 
tation for sterling at a discount at 
all other leading markets of the 
world. 


Hesitation in General Business. 
The result of the present strained 
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monetary situation and inability to 
fcrecast what is going to happen in 
the next few months is a general 
| lack of confidence and hesitation in 
||| the financial and business world. 
Stock Exchange business has been 
badly affected, although the holiday 
| Season is partly responsible for this 
| Slackness, 
rave shrunk to very slender propor- 
tions, the total for last month, ac- 
cording to the Midland Bank’s sta- 
tistics, being only £22,211,000, against 
£41,820,000 in July last year. Despite 
the exceptional activity which pre- 
vailed early in the year, the total of 
new issues for the past seven months 
was £217,754,000, against £244,436,000 
ast year. In regard to the industrial 
outlook, the stoppage of the cotton 
trade, owing to the wage dispute, will 
have serious effects on the whole 
trade position unless a settlement is 
quickly reached.

Reports 
tending to confirm this statement are 
circulating in London to the. effect

Last September the Bank's gold 
holdings reached the high record of 
£176,585,000, so since that time nearly 
£44,000,000 in gold has been lost, 
while the ratio of gold to the total 
;note issue is now 35.5 per cent, 


against 28.1 when the note issues 
were amalgamated last November. 
The Bank’s ordinary banking re- 
serve, which at present is being re- 
duced by holiday currency require- 
ments, as well as by the gold efflux, 
has now fallen to £30,792,000, which 
is the lowest since the end of last 
year, while the ratio of reserve to 
liabilities at 28.2 per cent is the low- 
est since early this year.

since 1921 and reflecting the steadily 
increasing efficiency of both industry 
and trade.”’

Manufacturing output, described as 
‘‘the most comprehensive measure of 
economic activity,’’ was 3 per cent 
above the previous peak of 1926, 5

Mineral output, chiefly because of 
smaller coal production, was slightly 
less than in 1926 or 1927. 

Tonnage of railway traffic in-

“There was a further decrease in 
the tonnage of the American mer- 
chant marine last year, although it 
continued to be more than twice as 
large as before the war. The loss 
was confined entirely to the tonnage 
registercd for foreign trade, which, 
although over six times greater than 
in 1914, was 37 per cent less than 
at its maximum in 1921.” 

The increase in value of exports 
and decrease in value of imports 
resulted in the excess value of ex- 
ports being $1,038,000,000 last year, 
which was larger than in any other 
year since 1921. 

A continued expansion in financial 
transactions occurred in 1928, when 
many new records for volume were 
established. Check payments by 
banks increased by 20 per cent as 
compared with the previous high 
record made in 1927, and were twice 
as large as in 1921. 


Banks, Stocks and Insurance. 


The total resources of American 
banks increased 5 per cent in 1928 
over 1927, the same rate of growth 
as in the preceding year. Their 
total resources wére more than $71,- 
500,000,000, and this was a 44 per 
cent increase over 1921. 

The volume of stock sales on the 
New York Exchange increased 60 
per cent over 1927, and stock prices 
showed a further advance. Loans 


to brokers increased from about $4,- 
453.000,000 in 1927 to $6,440,000,000 in

Corn Market Is a Weather Affair 
and Values Rise, Only to Slump 
as Trading Ends.

CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—The wheat 
markets in Chicago and Winnipe 
have set high records in trading, In 
Chicago, sales of wheat for future de- 
livery during the month of July were 
2,431,961,000 bushels. Sales during 
the past week were 531,732,000 bush- 
els, or almost 64,000,000 bushels less 


than the previous week, and com- 
pared with 391,991,000 bushels last 
year. 

Open interest in futures in the 
Chicago market at the close yester- 
day was the largest on record, 216,- 
427,000 bushels; a year ago it was 
103,778,000 bushels. This represents 
hedging, spreading and all classes of 
trading. It includes a visible supply 
of around 130,000,000 bushels, the 
largest on record. 

Large Eastern and local interests 
are accumulating wheat futures on 
all breaks, which has held prices up 
surprisingly well, after a new high 
for the séason was reached on De- 
cember wheat at $1.58, with a loss of 
only 10 cents later. 

The crop situation in the American 
and Canadian Northwest and in the 
Southern hemisphere has become 
more bullish. The export demand is 
disappointing.

ressure of cash wheat from the 
Southwest and Middle West in- 
creased discounts to the widest 
known, 7 to 9 cents on contract 
grades, hard Winter and red Winter 
wheat, as compared with September.

Under ordinary condi- 
tions, the cash market would have 
had decided weight upon futures, but 
its influence was lessened by large 
speculative buying on all breaks.

Oats are 
estimated to make a much poorer 
showing, and the question of getting 
sufficient for feed and seed is an 
important factor. Indications are 
that export demand will have to be 
ignored.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 2.—

Some traders were disposed to be 
disappointed that this carryover was 
not smaller. It is evident from the 
figures, however, that a compara- 
tively largé crop will be needed to 
meet the world’s requirements next 
season.

The Cosulich Steamship Company 
will spend $200,000 to make the liner 
Presidente Wilson, which was with- 
drawn in June from the New York- 
Italy service, the fastest ship in the 
Mediterranean service. Harold J. 
Fiestel, general passenger traffic 


manager of the company, said yes- 
erday that the ship will enter the 
Trieste-Bombay service in Septem- 
ber, altered in practically every sec- 
ion of its structure. 

The demands of passengers in the 
Mediterranean have changed so rad- 
cally in the last few years, he said, 
hat ships must have all the conve- 
hiences of those in the North Atlantic 
rade, and the Presidente Wilson is 
he first of the Cosulich ships to un- 
lergo this extensive alteration to 
meet the demand. 

Whereas the ship accommodated 
bnly 125 passengers in first class in 
er years in the New York service, 

e- will now accommodate 350 first- 
lass passengers. This change is 

wde at a sacrifice to both second 
nd third class. The Presidente Wil- 
on previously carried 400 second- 
lass passengers, but she will carry 
bniy 180 when she enters the Bom- 
bay service. She also carried 900 
hird-class passengers, but this total 
has been lowered to 246.

“The Mediterranean service,’’ said | 
r. Fiestel, ‘‘is practically a new 
ield so far as the type of passenger 
ccommodations are concerned. 
Travelers demand first-class service 
And the shjps must have ample first-

Jhen the Presidente Wilson is 
hdded to our Mediterranean fleet she 
will be able to make the trip to 
Bombay in eleven days, which means 
hat passengers can leave London 
or Bombay via Trieste and arrive 
here in thirteen and a half days. 
(This is a new record for the London- 
Bombay trip.’’
